Suchet's Commander Reports. 
:Paris, May 12.—The Minister of ma- 


rine, M. De L&aessan, received a «ablc 
dispatch from the commander of me 
^French cruiser Suohet.: dated Fort De 
France, Mirtinique, saying that he 
coEilucted a search et St. Pierre. The 
captain reports that the town is now 
a mere heap ot smoking ruins, under 
which the victims of the catastrophe 
are buried. The Suchet was able to 
convey some of the Inhabitants of Lc 
Preucaeur to Fort I>e France.; but 
could not reach the northernmost part 
of the island-on.' account of the dense 
rain of ashea. The captain of the 
Suchet further reported that the Mont 
Pelee volcano atil! had a tbreatc-ning 
aspect. Subterranean rumblings were 
still heard, flashes of flams -frequently 
belched from the volcano, aad stones 
wers thrown out with immense force. 
A dispatch received at the colonial of- 
fice here from Port De France says 
there is no doubt that Governor Mout- 
tet aad the commander of tie troops 
at St. Pierre. Colonel Dain. are dead. 
Other dispatches confirm the reports 
that the American and British consuls 
and their families perished. 


Eruption of Soufriere Volcano.

Of the Horrible Disaster Which Beggar

m. Thursday a sliov-r-sr of fire rushed 
down on St. Pierre aud tae coast from 
Le Carbrt. which had a population of 
6.000, to Le Precheur. which bad a 
population of 4,000. burning up evory- 
ttlne In its path. Throughout Thurs- 
day the heat was so intense in the vi- 
cinity of St. Pierre and the stream o£ 
flowing lava was so unremitting that 
it was impOBflihle 
to approach 
the 


town during the early part of the day. 
As evening approached the French 
cruiser Sachet, alter a -eroic battle 
with the heat, uuffceation and sulphur 
fumes, succeeded in making a dash to- 
ward the shore, nearing the land close 
enough to ename b.«r to take off 30 
survivors or the disaster, all of whom 
were terribiy burned and mutilated. 
St. Pierre at that time was an abac' 
lute smoking waste, concealing SO.OOC 
corpses, whose rapid decomposition 
jiscoKsltated, in some cases, instantly 
completing taeir cremation, which was 
only partially accomplished by. lava. 


The inhabitants of Fort DC France,, 


were panic-stricken the morning of the 
disaster, when th« sky suddenly black- 
ened until it waz as dark as midnight. 
The sea. shrank back 30 yards and hot 
ashes began to fall, while gravel the 
size of walnuts poured down on the 
town. This lasted about 15 minutes. 
The 450 survivors who were brought 
here from tha vicinity of St. Pierre 
on the French cable repair ahipPouyer 
Guertler came from the town of Le 
Preuoheur, where, surrounded on all 
sides by flowing lava, they were nearly 
roasted to death and expected to be 
momentarily engulfed.

The strike has already made itself 
seriously f<?it ir, other lines ct work. 
The railroads have laid off four-fifths 
of their coal train crews. In all about. 
800 men, and the Erie shops at Duns- 
more, where mine cars and machinery 
art- repaired, wiii shia down ifltieii- 
nitely. throwing 300 men out of em- 
ployment. 


Meetings of all the locals sre being 


held to elect and instruct the dele- 
sates to the Hazleton convention. The 
Sentiment among the more thoughtful 
and intelligent miners is opposed to a 
continuance of the strike. These men 
will use as one of their chief argu- 
ment the significant fact that the com- 
panies' mine officials are not soliciting 
their men.to vote agaiast the strike, 
while at tha same relative time in the 
last strike these dame officers were 
working day and night to discourage 
the men from striking. The story that 
the Morganized fieets will be used to 
Smport cool and prevent a famine does 
not cause President Mitchell any evi- 
dent concern. He dismisses it with the 
remark that the United States is now 
exporting coal to all parts of the- 
world. It is estimated that 140,000 
miners are idle today. 


Locked Out Tholr M«^_ 


Hazleton, Pa., May 12.—Anticipating 


the action of their employes, two of 
ths individual coal compamies in this 
region locked out their men. This step 
was taken when Coxe Brothers & 
Company, operating the Beaver Mead- 
ow colliery, and Calvin. Pardee. Sons 
& Company, owners of tlie Lattimer 
mines, notified their employes that 
they need not report for work until or- 
dered to do so. This order does not 
apply to engineers, firemen and pump 
runners, whose services are ncessary 
to keep the mines free from water. 
These companies, it is believed, expect 
a long struggle.

any money to be changed- They are 
not compelled to ctiang-e it. and many 
refuse for fear of being cheated. Thou- 
sands of others avail themselves of the 
money changer's services. His booth is 
at the end of the long examination 
room and at the head of the triple 
flight of stairs leading down to tho 
exit of the building to the boat landing. 
All day Ions it is a scene of rushing; ac- 
tivity. 


AVhen the immisrauts are examined, 


they are asked to show what money 
they have. Some of them are crafty 
and do not show all they have. Others 
are more trusting; and willingly display 
their petty hoardings. The money is 
carefully counted, a record taken and 
restored to them. 


During the fiscal year ending June 30. 


1901, there were landed at this port 
388.031 immigrants. The money they 
showed to the examiners amounted to 
§5,400,030, au average of $14.12. Classed 
by nationalities, the Frcuch lead al! the 
others, with an average of $30.37.

This "sweat- 
bos" was built log cabin style on an 
open plain of steel rails talien from the 
railroad. This box was less than ten 
feet square. General Smith wouid fill it 
with insurgents.

He started out alone aud 
was joined by his command. \Yh?;: op- 
posite the place he was to be ambush- 
ed, the soldiers fell upon tbe instirsrents 
and either killed them or captured tbe 
entire command. 


~\Vli!!e in command of the Twelfth in- 


fantry be was sent in advance of Gen- 
era! MacA-rthur to take the tmvu of 
Antreles. where he had a very hard 
fight. Smith was in command of but 
two buttalior.s, ur.d tue tig'.itin}: at An- 
ge'.es WHS quite severe. Uo originated 
a method vrhich afterward was gener- 
ally adopted throughout the army opy 
ating in the Philippines.. After taking 
the town of Angeles Colonel Smith. !•• 
sued nu order that no niipjnos sisou' ' 
be allowed to leave the place and that 
those why had left could not re-enter 
the town. Colonel Smith stationed out 
posts around Ajigeles, with orders to 
shoot without challenging: auy nntiii 
who tried to enter the town. This was 
interpreted by tlie men to menu th.T 
they were to shoot at Filipinos iimni 
lliateiy they came in sight. The ordti 
was literally carried out, aud it is a 
matter of record in the Philippines that 
while General Smith he'd Angeles not 
a single native cither entered or left 
the place. 


General Smith's defense was based 


on general orders No. 100, issued in 
1SG3 and since adopted, and issued as 
instructions for the government of ar- 
mies in the field. Concerning retalia- 
tion the order says; 


Tlia law of war can no more wholly 


dispense -with retaliation than can the law 
of nations of which it is o branch. Yet 


as the sternest feature of war. A reckless 
enemy often leaves to hta opponent no 
other means of securing nlmscK aualnst 


j In time of war with a foreign nation 
facilities will be afforded for taking 
care of o brigade Sn tents. There will 
be tieep water docks, and transports 
can load and unload right at the gov- 
ernment piers. There will be ware- 
houses for storing provisions aud oth- 
er stores intended for shipment anii 
the genoraJ use of the army. 


The improvements provide for an 


outlay of 51,505,000. They contemplate 
an addition of sixty acres to tee pres- 
ent area, so that the new island will 
be 350 acres in extent.

According to the plans which have 


been perfected, all the remnants of 
buildings left from the various regimes 
through which the island has passed 
will be torn down in time. The struc- 
tures which will take their places will 
skirt the island all the way around it 


The buildings vrhich will be used for 


form to the plans utilized for other 
posts recently equipped by the gov- 
ernment. Each captain's house occu- 
pies just so much room and likewise as 
to the other officers. It Is planned that 
the commanding officer cf the depart- 
ment of the east, who is located on the 
Island, shall ba've quarters befitting his 
rank and that a modern traliding shall 
be erected for the headquarters them- 
selves. 
• 


On tbe easterly side of the island will 


be a line of wharfs. Great storehouses 
•will be erected on these wharfs to be 
filled with provisions la case of war. 
These piers will enable transports to 
take on and hind troops, arms and am- 
munition with the greatest possible 
speed. The wharfs and stores will, in 
brief, give accommodations for every 
branch of the army service of the 
United States. They will entirely ob- 
viate the difficulties encountered dur- 
ing the war with Spain in the matter 
of receiving aud landing t'xsops and 
stores.

At the present time the island ac- 


commodates only 400 men. The new 
pinna will afford accommodations for 
1.200 men, or a full regiment, perma- 
nently. Inside of the jrrand circle of 
buildings will be a frreat open plain 
for use ns a parade ground in times of 
pence, but affording room for the en- 
campment of a full brigade in time of 
war or of a mobilization of troop* for 
any purpose.
